MDs say mystery death cause may not be found 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - Scien­ 
tists said today the American Legion 
epidemic that has claimed 25 lives ap­ 
pears to be lessening but the cause re­ 
mains a mystery and may never be 
found. 
Dr. David Sencer, director of the 
Center for Disease Control, said toxic 
substances and viruses remained as pos­ 
sible causes of the ailment, although 
preliminary and still-inconclusive tests 
have found no evidence of viral involve­ 
ment. . 
No new cases of the hardhitting dis­ 
ease have been reported in three days 
and Sencer said, “I think we can all 


breathe a sigh of relief that this is not 
flu.” 
“It looks as though the epidemic has 
peaked and is on the downswing,” he 
said in Atlanta. “Unfortunately, people 
continue to die.” 
. Dr. Leonard Bachman, the Penn­ 
sylvania health secretary, said two new 
deaths that were added to the toll today 
occurred Thursday. The victims were 
Earl Cox, 63, of Washington County, and 
Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of Allegheny 
County. 
State and fed eral m edical in­ 
vestigators broadened their search for 
the cause of the disease by looking for 


the common thread that might unravel 
the mystery. All that is known now is 
that the victim s all attended the 
American Legion convention two weeks 
ago in Philadelphia. 
“I’m afraid we stand without an 
answer,” Sencer said. He added the 
cause may never be found, noting there 
have been outbreaks in the past that have 
never been explained. 
More emphasis was being placed on 
laboratory work looking for toxic 
chemicals, both natural and man-made, 
that might have caused the ailment. 
Sencer said the CDC’s tests for viral 
activity in the specimens flown to 


Atlanta from the Pennsylvania victims 
showed no evidence that any kind of a 
virus was involved. But he said those 
tests were continuing. 
“We are assured it is not a highly con­ 
tagious disease,” Sencer said. 
The disease remained confined to 
those linked to the convention and 
Bachman said that was good news. But 
he warned such trends could reverse “so 
we are not putting a tremendous amount 
on that at this time.” 
With laboratory workers striking out 
in their initial attempts to find the cause 
of the disease, epidemiologists had to 
turn to more subtle areas to find out 


what happened. 
Some worked day and night on the 
eighth floor of the state’s health building, 
pouring over statistics collected earlier 
in interviews with patients. Hie doctors 
looked for a common denominator that 
would indicate the cause of the illness. 
“At the end point of our investigation, 
we will have an epidemiologic picture of 
what occurred, how the agent that 
produced the disease was transmitted 
through this group,” said Dr. William E. 
Parkin, the state’s chief epidemiologist. 
“It will explain why there has been no 
second wave of cases. That, with the 
laboratory data, if the laboratory data 


are significant, should present the entire 
picture of the outbreak.” 
* Other investigators were searching for 
anything strange in the environment the 
Legionnaires encountered at eating and 
meeting places. 
Poisons and noninfluenza viruses were 
about all that were left on the list of pos­ 
sible causes Thursday. 
Laboratory workers were examining 
brain, kidney, liver and lung specimens 
from dead victims for possible traces of 
toxic substances that might have been 
resposible. These studies sometimes 
take several weeks ami so far showed 
nothing unusual. 
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U.S. jobless rate 
back up to 7.8% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A record 
percentage of Americans seeking jobs 
drove unemployment back up to 7.8 per 
cent in July, wiping out the steady 
decline of the last six months, the Labor 
Department said today. 
The nation has suffered a full 0.5 per 
cent rise in unemployment during the 
past two months, compounding the elec­ 
tion year pressure on President Ford’s 
economic policies. 
There were 7.4 million persons un­ 
employed in July, an increase of 280,000 
over June. Women bore the brunt of that 
increase. 
Julius Shiskin, head of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, today lamented this 
“unprecedented high level” of jobless­ 
ness at a time when some other major 
economic indicators have improved 
beyond prerecession levels. 
Despite a sharp increase in employ­ 
ment during July, unemployment rose 
for the second straight month from 7.5 
per cent in June and the 1976 low of 7.3 
per cent established in May. This 
returned unemployment to the year’s 
highest level set last January. 
Total employment rose by 400,000 to 
another new high of 87.9 million. But that 
gain was offset by a 700,000 increase in 
the number available civilian workers, 
who now total a record 95.3 million. 
Shiskin told Congress’ Joint Economic 
Committee that the rise in jobseekers 
has exceeded any comparable postwar 
recovery period. “Obviously,” he said, 
“the unemployment rate has been af­ 
fected by the exceptionally rapid growth 
of the labor force.” 
Vandalism

Lompoc police today were in­ 
vestigating an incident involving $1,000 
damage to a tractor backhoe owned by 
William Lee Rieck of 7550 Santos Rd. 
Rieck told police someone poured sand 
in the gas lines, smashed lights and 
gauges and damaged hydraulic hoses. 
The piece of equipment was parked 
near a construction site at Lompoc’s new 
River Park, on the east edge of the city. 
Authorities said the vandals also chop­ 
ped down two cottonwood trees and 
poured sand and rocks into open pipes in 
a new restroom area.

Nessen said. “We still expect to meet the 
goal.” 


The numbers of jobs and jobseekers 
have been setting new records regularly 
over the past six months. But July was 
the first time during this surge that the 
proportion of jobseekers in the popula­ 
tion reached a new high of 61.9 per cent. 
State jobless 
rate is 9.4% 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A less than 
normal decrease in the number of 
jobless workers forced the California 
unemployment rate up from 9.2 to 9.4 per 
cent in July, the state reported today. 
The 
Employment Development 
Department said, however, the employ­ 
ment situation in the state "has 
significantly improved” since last July 
and the latest figure» “show no signifi­ 
cant economic change” since June. 
Nationally, a record number of 
jobseekers drove unemployment up to 
7.8 per cent in July, wiping out a steady 
reduction registered during the last six 
months. 
A state spokesman said 921,500 Califor­ 
nians were out of work, compared with 
950.000 in June. Usually an annual surge 
of new graduates and vacationing stu­ 
dents pushes the June unemployment 
figure to a seasonal high. 
But normally by July many of the new 
jobseekers have found work or left the 
labor market. This year, however, the 
decrease was smaller than anticipated, 
the spokesman said. 
Last July, the unemployment rate was 
10.2 per cent with 987,000 persons out of 
work and 8.5 million workers holding 
jobs. Last month 8.6 million persons 
had jobs in the state.

At the same time, ac­ 
cording to the lieutenant, enforcement 
has been at an all time high in the area, 
with drunken driving arrests up 31 per 
cent and speed arrests up 24 per cent. 
“The local experience is particularly 
gratifying,” Dzamba said, “considering 
a 7.09 per cent increase in fatals 
statewide in the unincorporated areas 
through the first seven months.” The un­ 
incorporated injury accidents statewide, 
through June 30, stood at plus 7.1 per 
cent. July 1976 statewide injury accident 
numbers are not yet available.

Arms-for-oil 
trade with 
Iran explored 


NOWSHAHR, Iran (UPI) - The Shah of Iran denied today that Iran was having 
trouble absorbing U.S. arms and insisted his military forces will need more weapons 
because Inin is at a three-to-one military disadvantage with its neighbors. 
The Shah spoke with reporters after talks with Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer at the Shah’s summer palace at this Caspian Sea resort, the Shah said: 
Kissinger and the Shah reportedly are exploring the possibility of having U.S. 
defense contractors supply Iran with several hundred jetfighters in return for ship­ 
ments of Iranian crude oil. 
“Some of the countries which border us, with less than one third of our population, 
have as many tanks and aircraft,” The Shah told newsmen. “So I should tell you we 
have three times less than we should have.” 
The Iranian ruler commented publicly for the first time on charges in a U.S. Senate 
report alleging that the massive U.S. arms sales to Iran are out of control, are mis­ 
managed and could embroil the United States in a Middle East conflict. 
“I think we have absorbed those arms so far very easily and whatever else we get 
will also be absorbed,” he said. * 
When asked by one reporter if he really needed more weapons, the Shah replied 
calmly: “I would say yes, because countries with one third of our size and population 
have almost as much as Iran.” Iraq, for instance, is deploying and flying Soviet 
MIG25 jets, he said. 
“If you supply, then we are very happy,” he said. “But if you say your sources are 
not available, then there are many other sources just waiting for us to shop,” he said. 
He said that in the next 10 years Iran would become arrindustrial power of the same 
significance as France. Britain or Germany. And he asked: “Can the United States, 
the non-Communist world, afford to lose Iran?”

Santa Barbara County is eligible for 
status as a redevelopment area under a 
federal act and can share in a public 
works fund of $2 billion largely through 
the efforts of the Lompoc Economic 
Development Association. 
Charles Carmichael, executive direc­ 
tor of LEDA, said the opportunity came 
about “entirely through the efforts of 
this office (LEDA).” 
Carmichael, in an interview today, 
said to started working in pursuit of cer­ 
tification for the funds in October 1975. 
He said certification for the program 
is based on unemployment figures for 
the county. At the time of his original 
pursuit, he said to realized the county . 
would not be able to be certified as hav­ 
ing severe enough unemployment until 
the end of the 1975 calendar year. 
“Based on the figures of county un­ 
employment rates for this last nine 
months of 1975,” Carmichael explained, 
“ it was predetermined that we would 
qualify for certification for the federal 
program. 
“In January when the Department of 
Labor came out with its certified list,” 
Carmichael said, “lo and behold, Santa 
Barbara County was one of two or three 
counties in the state which wasn't cer­ 
tified " 
Carmichael said since that time, his 


office worked with Congressman Robert 
Lagomarsino. R.-19th District, and Lom­ 
poc Mayor E C Stevens for over six 
months to get the county certified by the 
Department of Labor. Finally, the 
county was certified as having “substan­ 
tial unemployment. ” This is 6 per cent or 
more. 
Now that the county is certified, the 
next step, according to Carmichael, is 
for the Board of Supervisors to pass a 
resolution asking the Department of 
Commerce for participation in the 
program. 
“Unless the board requests to par­ 
ticipate in this program.” said Car­ 
michael, "There is nothing else the cities 
can do." 
The program would make the county’s 
cities eligible for funds for a variety of 
projects. Included are loans and grants 
for public works and development 
facilities, business development as­ 
sistance — people could receive funds 
for new businesses or expansion of 
businesses — new county or municipal 
facilities, extending utilities or streets 
and technical assistance. 
Carmichael said he attended a meeting 
on the program last week in Santa Bar­ 
bara in which Lompoc, Carpinteria. 
Santa Maria and Santa Barbara sent 
representatives. He said a “quick sur­ 
vey” of all the cities’ reps indicated they 
all were in favor of the program.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - More than 
1,000 of the nation’s counties would 
receive an annual check from the federal 
government for certain federal park land 
lying within their borders under a bill 
before the U S Senate today. 
The measure, approved 289-125 by the 
House Thursday, would provide federal 
payment to local governments and 
school districts to help make up for tax 
revenues they otherwise would have 
received had those lands been privately 
owned 
The cost for the next fiscal year was 
estimated to be $117 million, Delaware 
and Connecticut would not be affected. 
Only national parks or wilderness areas 
were included in the bill. It would not 
cover military bases, Indian reserva­ 
tions or fish and wildlife refuges 
Payments to counties would range 
from $100 a year each for Hot Spring and 
Ouachita counties in Arkansas and Adair 
County, Ky , up to $1 million for areas in 
Alaska and counties in Arizona, Califor­ 
nia. Colorado and Nevada. 
The bill’s supporters said it was 


needed because of inequities which local 
governments suffer because of expenses 
associated with national land in their 
area without remuneration from the 
federal government. In addition, if the 
same land were privately owned there 
would be tax revenues for the govern­ 
ment. 


Opponents, supporting the ad­ 
ministration’s position, argued the pay­ 
ments had no relationship to the impact 
of the federally owned on local govern­ 
ment. 


The National Association of Counties, 
a strong supporter of the bill, said more 
than 1,000 counties in 48 states were af­ 
fected, some with more than 80 per cent 
of their land owned by the federal 
government. And much of that, it said, 
produces revenues for the govern­ 
ment. 


The federal government owns more 
than one-third of the nation’s land — 760 
million acres out of the total 2.2 billion 
comprising the United States 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Gunmen 
fired on a Red Cross convoy evacuating 
wounded from the besieged Tal Zaatar 
Palestinian refugee camp today, hitting 
the Swiss driver of a truck and two 
wounded persons inside. 
A Red Cross spokesman said that 
despite the gunfire 74 persons were 
evacuated today, bringing to 406 the 
number of wounded pulled out of the bat­ 
tered camp since Tuesday. 
A shaky truce supposedly in effect 
throughout Lebanon since Thursday was 
marred by continuous sporadic small 
arms and mortar fire around the camp. 
But not until 1:20 p.m. (3:20 A.m. PDT), 
as the convoy prepared to pull out of Tal 
Zaatar, was fire directed at it. 
A Red Cross spokesman said a Swiss 
truck driver was wounded and that two 
of the evacuees were hit. 
Even before the convoy came under 
fire, the Red Cross decided to qut short 
the evacuation because of panic scenes 
inside the camp and the bullets whizzing 
around it. 
Nonwounded families tried to rush the 
trucks and clamber aboard. They were 
pushed back by Palestinian guards using 
the butts o* their rifles and firing in the 
air. 
Suddenly, sniper fire ripped through 
the open field adjacent to the camp 
where the Red Cross trucks were 
parked. The windshield of one truck was 
smashed and another truck was hit by 
three bullets as Red Cross personnel 
dived for cover. 
“I don’t know from which side the fire 
came,” said Red Cross Mission Chief 
Jean Hoefliger. 
The Swiss driver of one of the trucks, 
Herman Ozhsnei, was slightly wounded, 


Hoefliger said. 
“But bullets tore into the trucks and 
hit several of the wounded people inside. 
We have not had time to see how badly 
hit some of them are," to told reporters 
waiting at a forward Christian command 
post for the convoy to come out. 
“They were firing directly at us, firing 
directly at our trucks,” to said.

Alcoholic recovery home in 7th month 
THE BETTER HALF 
Farm House, Inc., seeks stability

The Farm House, Inc., is try­ 
ing to get back on its feet again. 
The coed alcoholic recovery 
home has entered its seventh 
month in a new environment 
with new leadership. After a 
somewhat obscure, transient 
past, it is attempting to emerge 
as one of the select recovery 
homes in the state. 
“I honestly believe we have 
one of the best facilities in the 
state," claimed Farm House 
Director Richard Jarrette. 
The original Farm House was 
formed about 1970 by an 
alcoholic couple who answered 
a newspaper ad for a small 
farmhouse one mile east of 
Lompoc on Sweeney Rd. With 
their own funds, private dona­ 
tions and by charging for room 
and board, they set up a private 
alcoholic recovery home on the 
2.5-acre parcel. 
Since then, the program has 
moved in and out of town and in 
and out of different levels of 
alcoholism treatment. 
The founders attempted to 
move the home to Mission Hills 
in the early 1970s, but held back 
because of com m unity 
resistance to having a recovery 
home in the neighborhood. 
About 1973, the Farm House 
became incorporated, ac* 
cording to Dr. Loretta Grossi, 
president of the eight-member 
board of community citizens 
that is the ultimate authority 
over the Farm House During 
the same year, the home had to 
vacate the original location 
because the TVyear-old house 
didn’t pass the county fire stan­ 
dards placed on the Farm 
House. 
The program moved into a 
six-bed facility in Lompoc. 
After starting as an alcoholic 
recovery home, it shifted to an 
interim detoxification center. 
In the latter quarter of last year 
the renovation of the Farm 
House and its approach bepm. 
The $47,000 restoration of the 
Farm House was completed in 
the last week of December with 
the money coming from a grant 
from the state Dept, of 
Rehabilitation. The new look in­ 
cluded smoke alarms and fire 
escapes scaling both sides of 
the two-story yellow structure. 
The additions brought the 12- 
bed facility up to the rest home 
type county fire registrations it 
had to meet. 
Then the board of directors 
remodeled the leadership at the 
home 
In February, the board hired 
Jarrette to run the program. 
Although the youthful looking, 


2S-year-oId director doesn’t 
have any specific degrees in 
psychology or alcoholism treat­ 
ment, he has six years of work­ 
ing experience with alcoholics. 
He was selected from 85 appli­ 
cants for the position 
Immediately prior to Jarret­ 
te, Dr. Grossi and Stan Rowett 
shared the director’s duties on 
an interim basis. Dr. Grossi ad­ 
mitted there "had been some 
leadership programs in the 
past," but didn't elaborate. 
"You can have all kinds of 
programs," Grossi explained, 
"but they depend on the people 
you have running them." 
Jarrette has just completed a 
six-month probationary period 
and has been contracted for 
another full year. 
As an alcoholic recovery 
home, the Farm House works 
with alcoholics who have at­ 
tained at least 24 hours of 
sobriety. Jarrette is quick to 
point out that the Farm House 
is a recovery home and in no

way a detoxification center, 
noting there are no doctors at 
the home to take people through 
withdrawals. 
The home is certified by the 
state Office of Alcoholism in 
Sacramento and it is licensed 
by the state Dept, of Health. It 
is funded primarily with federal 
revenue sharing money dis­ 
tributed through the Santa Bar­ 
bara county Board of Super­ 
visors. 


Last year, the Farm House 
operated on a $71,000 budget. 
Virtually the same $71,000 
budget was just approved for 
the 1976-’77 fiscal year. Over 
half of the expenditures go for 


about $36,200 in salaries — 
$12,000 for Jarrette, $15,400 
split between program guides 
Rowett and Diane Washburn, 
$3,8to for home manager Dave 
Tholkes and $3,800 for a half- 
time secretary. 


The next biggest expense is 
about $12,000 for food. This is 
followed by $425 a month or 
$5,100 yearly total for rent on 
the Farm House. The other sub­ 
stantial cost is $5,000 for payroll 
taxes on the $36,000 payroll. A 
nonprofit corporation, the 
Farm House has its books 
audited quarterly by the Santa 
Barbara county auditor, Jarret­ 
te said. 


Residents at the home pay up 
to $35 a week for room and 
board, prorated on an ability-to- 
pay basis. This, however, is not 
a supplement to the budget, but 
is siphoned back into the budget 
and becomes part of the total 
budget, the county assuming 
the majority difference with 
federal funds. The 1976-’77 con­ 
tract calls .for at least five per 
cent of the Farm House budget 
to be collected from resident 
fees. 
Jarrette said the Office of 
Alcoholism, Program Manage­ 
ment has calculated that about 
$15 to $18 per day per person is 
necessary to fund a recovery 
home.

"We 
could run a program here with 
only one staff member, but you 
wouldn’t be able to be as inten­ 
sive and responsive as we are." 
Jarrette justifies the staff ex­ 
pense noting that his program 
emphasizes a professional 
staff 
, 
"Many alcoholic recovery 
programs award jobs by 
default," Jarrette claimed. 
Program 
coordinator 
Rowett, 42, is a trained 
marriage, family and child 
counselor. The other program 
coordinator, 41-year-old Diane 
Washburn, said she has "worked 
intensively with alcoholism 
treatment for over four years." 
Jarrette said house manager 
Tholkes also has five solid 
years of experience treating 
alcoholism. 
Jarrette said he would prefer 
the Farm House to be entirely 
self-sufficient. He said the staff 
is looking into getting more 
self-sufficient by getting the 
community involved more with 
donations and discounts. The 
Farm House also built some 
prototypes of the planter boxes 
the city plans to distribute 
throughout Lompoc, and the 
home may cast the city’s entire 
order. 
Finally, Jarrette said the 
Farm House "can accept and 
does depend on private 
donations." These can be cash, 
tools, or food while there is not 
much demand for old clothes or 
dishes.

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Flash flood toll may be 
less than first estimate 


LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) - 
Despite two days of searching 
with scuba divers, dogs and in­ 
frared cameras, rescue teams 
have recovered only two ad­ 
ditional bodies from the debris 
of Big Thompson Canyon. One 
official said the flash flood 
death toll may be less than the 
150-200 predicted earlier. 
"I think we will go to at least 
120 and possibly higher,” Dr. 
Pat Allen, the pathologist in 
charge of the identification 
program , said Thursday. 
Larimer County Sheriff Bob 
Watson earlier said he thought 


the total would be between 150 
and 200, but he also said many 
of the bodies may never be 
found. 
Gov. Richard Lamm said he 
would meet with federal offi­ 
cials in Loveland today and 
make his first ground inspec­ 
tion of the flood site. He has 
made two aerial inspections of 
the twisting 35-mile-long ca­ 
nyon. 
About 100 bodies have been 
recovered so far but authorities 
fear others are buried under 
mud or concealed by two-story- 
tall piles of debris. Searchers 
Kenya gives blunt 
ultimatum to Uganda 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Kenya has issued a blunt ul­ 
timatum to Uganda to halt in­ 
discriminate killing of Kenyan 
citizens and settle its debts 
before normal relations can be 
restored, sources at a confer­ 
ence between the two countries 
reported. 
The neighboring nations 
Thursday moved into discussion 
of "specific” differences be­ 
tween them that have threat­ 
ened to engulf the area im a 
major conflict. They scheduled 
a third round of talks today. 
An official Kenyan spokes­ 
man said "some progress" had 
been made at the meeting, but 
he did not elaborate. 


Relations between the two 
countries have been deteriorat­ 
ing badly in recent weeks, with 
Amin making numerous blus­ 
tering threats to invade his 
neighbor but on other occasions 
vowing never to attack his 
"brothers and sisters.” 


Sources said the Kenyans, in 
a tough bargaining mood, put 
forward a list of citizens 
reportedly killed in Uganda by 
President Idi Amin’s troops 
(hiring the current crisis. 


In what was described as a 
"no nonsense” document, the 
Kenyans asked for written 
guarantees to end all harass­ 
ment of their citizens living in 


Uganda. 
Kenyan sources in Nairobi 
said more than 300 Kenyans had 
been murdered by Ugandan 
troops and several thousand 
persons had fled across the 
border. 
Nairobi also demanded Ugan­ 
da wipe out its trade debts to 
Kenya — estimated at some $50 
million — before Nairobi begins 
to send fresh supplies, especial­ 
ly of oil, to Amin’s landlocked 
nation. 
Amin desperately needs oil to 
revive industry and transport, 
which has come to a standstill, 
and to forestall the possibility 
of another coup attempt against 
his regime by disgruntled army 
factions. 
In recent public speeches 
Amin has denied owing Kenya 
one cent, but in the private 
ministerial talks the Ugandans 
were expected to show more 
flexibility in trying to conclude 
a "peace” agreement Amin 
badly needs to stay in power. 
According to the conference 
sources, Uganda was ready in 
principle to agree to Kenya’s 
proposals; 
But it remained unclear 
whether Kampala would enter 
into a binding written agree­ 
ment rather than a verbal an­ 
nouncement on such difficult is­ 
sues as pulling Ugandan troops 
back from the common border 


Negotiations nearing end 
on nuclear reactor sales 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Egypt, Israel and the United 
States are moving closer to an 
end of two difficult years of 
negotiations for the U.S. nu­ 
clear power reactor sales to 
both countries. 


Egypt, the State Department 
said Thursday, initialed an 
agreement Wednesday to buy 
U.S. reactors and fuel; Israel 
followed suit Thursday. 
The agreements, to be for­ 
mally signed later and then sub­ 
mitted to Congress for its ap­ 
proval, would enable the United 
States to sell reactors with a 
capacity of 1,280 megawatts to 
Egypt and 1.970 megwatts to 
Israel, plus fuel for their opera­ 
tion. 


Although entitled to buy reac­ 
tors with an output of 1,970 
megawatts — equivalent to 
Israel's — Egypt has apparent­ 
ly deckled not to attempt to 
match the Israeli output. 


State Department spokesman 
Frederick Z. Broan told report­ 
ers he did not know the details 
of the agreements but insisted 
they contained "the most 
stringent safeguards" the Unit­ 
ed States had ever demanded of 
any other country to which it 
had sold nuclear reactors. 


The agreements, initialed at 
the low level of the negotiators, 
must now be signed by Presi­ 
dent Ford and top Egyptian and 
Israeli officials, after which 
Ford will submit them to 
Congress for consideration and 
action within 60 legislative 
days. 


The sale of the reactors was 
first offered by former Presi­ 
dent Nixon during a tour of the 
Middle East in June, 1974. But 
since that time difficult 
negotiations 
at 
times 
threatened to bog down as both 
countries sought to protect 
their individual interests. 


have used sniffer dogs, scuba 
divers and infrared cameras to 
try to find additional victims.

State Patrolman J. L. Copley 
said a policeman acting as a 
radio relay man for searchers 
asked for helicopter evacuation 
Wednesday night when he 
thought he was going to be at­ 
tacked by bears. 
The officer, who was not iden­ 
tified, said three bears ap­ 
parently searching for food 
stumbled across his camp on 
Palisade Mountain, 11 miles 
west of Loveland. Copley said 
the officer was worried, al­ 
though the bears made no 
menacing moves, and radioed 
for help. 
Copley said a helicopter was 
sent to the campsite and the 
bears ran away when the air­ 
craft landed. The man and a se­ 
cond officer went back to the 
site Thursday and this time 
they carried sidearms.

TOKYO (UPI) — Thirty-one 
years ago today an American 
warplane dropped the world’s 
first 
atom ic bomb on 
Hiroshima and U.S. military 
authorities said most of the dty 
of 350,000 "dissolved in a vast 
cloud of dust .” 
The stuck killed an estimat­ 
ed 200,000 people, broke the 
resolve of Japan’s miliUry 
leaders and altered forever the 
nature of warfare. 
At a memorial service today 
for the victims of the holocaust, 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki and 
tens of thousands of Japanese 
mourners bowed their heads In 
prayer at exactly 8:15 a.m. — 
the moment of the Aug. 6, 1945, 
explosion. 
After laying a wreath in front 
of a monument in Hiroshima 
Peace Park, Miki called for a 
global ban on nuclear ar­ 
maments. 
"We must continue to appeal 


to the whole world and mankind 
for total abolition of nuclear 
weapons," Miki said. 
He was followed by Hiro­ 
shima Mayor Takeshi Araki, 
who said the United States and 
Russia had "trampled on the 
spirit" of his city by stockpiling 
huge quantities of the bombs. 
"Moreover they have permit­ 
ted the spread of these weapons 
throughout the world, thus 
acutely increasing the danger 
of a thermonuclear war,” Araki 
said. 
He said he would go to the 
United Nations later this year 
with the mayor of Nagasaki, 
devasUted by an atomic bomb 
three days after the attack on 
Hiroshima, to appeal for a 
nuclear weapons ban. 
More than two dozen foreign­ 
ers attending ban-the-bomb 
conferences in Japan attended 
the brief outdoor rite.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Only the jurors in the Harris 
trial knew today what their long 
silence meant, but both 
prosecution and defense pro­ 
fessed to see signs of en­ 
couragement. 
The jury, which received the 
case against William and Emily 
Harris a week ago, had com­ 
pleted 37 hours, 15 minutes of 
deliberation before resuming 
today. 


Defense attorney Leonard 
Weingiass. frequent defender of 
radicals including the Chicago 
Seven, said the lengthy deliber­ 
ations showed American juries 
could no longer be "stam ­ 
peded" into a guilty verdict 
against revolutionaries. 
"I think what it indicates is 
that there is a resistance in the 
community at large to the 
belief that the radicals and the 
revolutionaries are the 
enemy,” he told reporters. 
"We've made the point that a 
revolutionary and an urban 
guerrilla can be tried in an 
American courtroom and a jury 
will not be stampeded into a 
verdict." 


But Deputy District Attorney 
Richard Harbinger, an assist­ 
ant prosecutor, figured the 
jurors are taking their time 
because "it’s just a very com­ 
plex case.” 
He pointed out that six of the 
11 charges against the Harrises 
are founded on Patricia 
Hearst’s action in opening fire 
with an automatic carbine on a 
storefront to force a guard to 
release Harris, grabbed as a 
suspected shoplifter.

The element present in the 
largest amount, he said, was 
silicon, ranging from 15 to 30 
per cent by weight of the sam­ 
ple. Silicon also is the most 
plentiful element in the earth’s 
crust. 
Iron in the form of oxides was 
about 14 per cent by weight. 
Phosphorus, calcium and 
aluminum showed up in signifi­ 
cant amounts, and to a lesser 
extent, cobalt, nickel, copper 
and zinc. Some water soluble 
salts were believed in the soil 
also. 
The soil was identified as 
mostly basaltic, a kind of soil 
that results from volcanic erup­ 
tion on earth, and also is domi­ 
nant on the moon. 


Dr. Harold Klein, head of the 
biology team, said there was no 
early indication of life but it 
would be a matter of weeks 
before scientists could say for 
sure life did not exist. 
He said that if results were 
positive, conclusions could be 
drawn earlier. 


Bus kidnap 
trial site 
change eyed 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (UPI) 
— An attorney for two brothers 
charged in the Cbowchilla bus 
kidnap case says he will push to 
have their trial site changed to 
a large metropolitan area such 
as San Francisco. 
William Gagen said Thursday 
he also would be satisfied if 
Oakland, Calif., or San Diego 
were selected for the trial of 
James and Richard Schoenfeld, 
both residents of Atherton on 
the San Francisco peninsula. 
Herbert Yankowitz, attorney 
for the third defendant, said he 
preferred northern California 
— particularly San Francisco. 
His client is Fred N. Woods of 
Portola Valley, also on the 
peninsula. 
"I definitely will seek a 
change of venue,” Yanowitz 
said. "I don’t think it’s possible 
to have a fair trial in the county 
(Madera).” 
Chowchilla, population 5.500, 
is in Madera County, about 100 
miles south of the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay area in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 
The defendants pleaded inno­ 
cent to charges resulting from 
the July 15 kidnap of 26 
Chowchilla children and their 
bus driver. The victims had 
been placed in a buried truck 
van near Oakland. They es­ 
caped without serious injuries. 
The Schoenfelds and Woods 
were held in Alameda County 
Jail in Oakland on $1 million 
bail each. 
A preliminary hearing for 
them was set for Aug. 26 here in 
Justice Court. But Madera 
County authorities were expect­ 
ed to seek a grand jury indict­ 
m ent which would bypass 
Justice Court and immediately 
move the case into Superior 
Court. 


Yankowitz said he would file 
a motion to dismiss any indict­ 
ment on grounds his client 
would be denied the right to 
cross-examination.

Court told $80,000 may not be 
enough bond to hold millionaire 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (UP) - 
Attorneys for the estranged 
wife of a millionaire murder 
defendant say the $80,000 bond 
set in the case provides no as­ 
surance the oil executive will 
appear in court. 
“ Here’s a man worth millions 
and I know for a fact the witnes­ 
ses have a very uneasy feeling 
about him being released,” said 
Jerry Loftin, one of the at­ 
torneys representing Priscilla 
Davis, 35. in her divorce suit 
against T. Cullen Davis, 42. 
“ My gosh, all he’s got to do is 
jump on a plane and he’s gate.” 
But Tarrant County District 
Attorney Tim Curry Thursday 
defended his recommendation 
of the bond amount, although he 
did acknowledge receiving a 
campaign contribution from the 
suspect. 
“ A lot of people don’t realize 


that a bond isn’t to keep 
somebody in jail,” said Curry. 
“ It’s to ensure they show up at 
their hearing. As far as these 
murder bonds, they are about 
five times higher than usual. 
“ If you had set his bond at a 
million dollars, he would have 
gotten out just as easily.” 
Curry said he received a $250 
campaign contribution from 
Davis, who is charged with the 
Tuesday shooting deaths of his 
12-year-old stepdaughter and 
estranged wife’s lover at the $8 
million mansion he abandoned 
two years ago when his 
marriage floundered. 
“ There was no preferential 
treatment from anybody that 
I’m aware of,” Curry said 
He said Davis could not have 
been held hi jail “ unless he’s an 
habitual (criminal) or it’s a 
capital (murder) case.” 


Police Capt. J W. Tindall said 
he assumed Davis was staying 
at the mansion, even though he 
had not been living at the 181- 
acre estate. Tindall also said 
Davis was not under surveillan­ 
ce. 
The midnight shooting killed 
Andrea Wilborn, 12, Davis’ 
stepdaughter, and Stan Farr, 
30, a former Texas Christian 
University basketball player, 
who was living with Mrs. Davis 
in the mansion. Mrs. Davis was 
wounded by a bullet in the ab­ 
domen and is in hospital in fair 
condition. 
Gus Gavrel. 21. who arrived 
with his date, an acquaintance 
of Davis* teen-age daughter, 
during the incident, was round­ 
ed by a bullet, which hit his 
spine. His attorneys have filed 
a $300,000 civil damage suit 
against Davis. 
Apparent crash of Russian plane 
off Newfoundland investigated 


HAUFAX, Canada (U PI) - 
A Canadian naval vessel and 
patrol plane today furthered an 
investigation into the apparent 
crash at sea of a Soviet military 
plane 230 miles southeast of St. 
John's. Newfoundland. 
The Canadian Maritime Com­ 
mand said Thursday the 
destroyer AthabaAan had ar­ 
rived at the site of an oil slick 
and debris discovered earlier 
that day where a Soviet plane 
was reported in trouble Wed­ 
nesday. 
“ Two helicopters from the 
Athabaskan and an Argus 
(patrol plane) flew over the 
area,” Commander Jerry Ma­ 
loney said Thursday 
"W e’ll 
continue until a decision is 
made that there’s no longer a 
requirement to be there.” 
Maloney said the Argus 
circled the area of debris and 
oil through the night. 
‘This area is well without our 
area of interest,” he said, “.and 


are are prepared to assist in any 
search and rescue mission.” 
Canadian planes reported the 
oil slick and deoris at first light 
Thursday morning. The planes 
radioed that a Soviet trawler in 
the area sped to the scene. 
Maritime Command Vice Ad­ 
miral D.S. Boyle said the air­ 
craft went down without issuing 
a distress signal, and he said 
there had been no requests for 
assistance 
Boyle said the aircraft was 
similar to Canadian and Ameri­ 
can long-range patrol planes 
which carry 10 or 12 men. He 
said it was accompanied by 
another plane—both outside 
Canadian airspace—from Cuba 
on a flight to the Soviet Union. 
Boyle said the presence of the 
Russian trawler led Maritime 
Command to “ assume that the 
aircraft we knew to be having 
difficulty went into the sea ” 
The vice admiral would not 
disclose the method of detec­ 


tion that led to the discovery 
the aircraft was in difficulty, 
but said because of the Com­ 
mand’s “ responsibility for the 
surveillance of sea-land ap­ 
proaches to Canada, we became 
aware that one of the aircraft 
was having difficulty.’’ 


The Soviet embassy in Ot­ 
tawa would neither confirm nor 
deny the crash, but a Soviet in­ 
formation officer said there 
may be comment today. 


Thailand and Vietnam 
agree to establish ties 


BANGKOK. Thailand (U PI) 
— Thailand and Vietnam 
agreed today to establish 
diplomatic relations 
The decision was confirmed 
at a cabinet meeting in 
Bangkok and instructions were 
immediately radioed to Foreign 
Minister Bhichai Rattakulin in 
Hanoi to sign a five-point 
proposal for normalizing ties at 
ambassadorial level 
Until today.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Senate voted to liberalize gift 
and estate taxes and approved 
new tax breaks for college stu­ 
dents and Olympic athletes as It 
moved toward final passage of 
a major tax revision bill. 
The bulky, much-criticized 
b ill began life as a tax 
“ reform” * measure, but after 
going through the wringer of 
the Senate Finance Committee 
and four weeks of Senate floor 
action, its reform sections ac­ 
tually would lose more than $11 
billion in Treasury revenue by 
1981. 
The bill does crack down in 
some areas, notably a tougher 
minimum tax on the wealthy 
and a tightening of tax advan­ 
tages for sick pay, business use 
of home and vacation homes. It 
places relatively mild curbs on 
tax shelters and gives tax­ 
payers new rights in dealing 
with the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice. 
It also contains new advan­ 
tages likely to be popular with 
the public, such as expanded 
tax credit for child care ex­ 
penses for working parents. 
But “ reformers” are upset 
with dozens of other special in­ 
terest amendments they con­ 
sider giveaways. Numerous 
groups and industries, such as 
railroads and airlines, would 
gain major benefits under the 
bill. 
The bill still faces a con­ 
ference with a much tougher 
House-passed bill, and many of 
its more controversial amend­ 
ments likely will be dropped. 
With tempers flaring on both 
sides, reformers attempted un­ 
successfully twice to kill the 
bill and merely extend current 
tax cuts, one of the few provi­ 
sions everyone agrees on. 
Senate Budget Committee 
Chairman Edmund Muskie, D- 
Maine, threatened once during 
a bitter debate with Finance 


Committee Chairman Russell 
Long, D-La., to resign his chair­ 
manship if the bill were not 
killed. 
In a later conversation with 
reporters, Muskie attributed 
his threat to “ an excess of 
oratorical zeal.” But he warned 
it was possible that Congress 
would have to revise upward its 
budget deficit target because of 
the Senate’s action. 
As the Senate worked late 
into the night Thursday in an ef­ 
fort to complete action today, it 
passed several major tax law 
changes, including: 
-- A new college tuition tax 
credit, which would allow 
parents or students to subtract 
from their tax bills up to $100 of 
tuition and fees in 1977. The 
credit would increase $50 a year 
until it leveled off at $250 a year 
in 1980 and after. 
— A major liberalization of 
gift and estate taxes, a change 
long sought by fanners and 
others who say that estate taxes 
are forcing sale of family farms 
and businesses when the owner

SACRAMENTO (UP!) - Tbe medical malpractice insurance 
reform MU offered by Got. Edmund G. Brown Jr in answer to a 
pair of unprecedented California doctor strikes has withered and 
died in the Senate for widespread lack of enthusiasm 
There wasn’t even a vote to mark its burial, 
Assemblyman Howard Berman. D-Beverly Hills, who carried 
the bill, announced he did not want to waste the time of the In­ 
surance Committee with the bother of a formal roll call. He knew 
what the outcome would be. 
The end came Wednesday when tbe hostile committee refused 
Berman a postponement on the measure. He wanted until next 
Monday to continue hunting around for the compromise that has 
eluded the bill throughout its eight-month lifetime 
The controversial measure was designed to reduce and stabilize 
medical malpractice insurance rates by offering doctors coverage 
through “ insurance pools” that would be operated by the govern­ 
ment and paid for by physicians. Average premiums would have 


dropped to $4.000 annually at the beginning, compared to rates as 
high as $»,000 currently in high risk specalties 
Opponents questioned whether the pools were sound, or whether 
taxpayers would be asked to come up with millions of dollars, 
perhaps billions, to keep the insurance plan in the black 
Berman Mamed the defeat partially on a false belief that the 
“ crisis” has passed in medical malpractice. He also pronounced 
himself “disappointed and bewildered” that the insurance industry 
and the powerful California Medical Association vigorously op­ 
posed the bill until the very end. . 
Tbe outcome almost certainly eliminated any chance for 
enactment of malpractice insurance reform during the closing 
weeks of the legislature 
At the same bearing, the committee killed another of the year’s 
Mg health care bills— a proposal to male available to every 
Californian, insurance to cover the costs of “catastrophic” illnes­ 
ses and accidents 


Workers would have paid for the coverage voluntarily like any 
other health insurance. In turn, they would have been protected 
against medical bilb exceeding $6,000 during any one year, or 
$7.600 hi tbe case of family coverage 
Sponsored by Assemblyman Dixon Arnett, R-Redwood City, tbe 
measure failed on a 84 vote. 
Defeat of Brown’s malpractice bill was hardly surprising. It 
began as a much tougher proposal, requiring doctors to preform 
free public service duty. In the long process of negotiations and 
compromise, the bill hardly seemed to catch fire. 
In its first test before the committee in June, it was trounced on 
a to vote. 
Large groups of doctors, after the San Francisco strike IS 
months ago and the Los Angeles walkout earlier this year, began 
looking for other alternatives besides government intervention in 
insurance coverage They held out for reform of the court system 
and some began “ going bare,” without insurance, while others 


looked for ways to insure themselves. 
To that end, the committee approved, on a 5-0 vote, a hastily 
drafted measure that would permit more doctors to join together 
in self-insurance pools. 
^ 
Tbe bill (AB390O), which was sent to the Finance Committee, 
was identical to a measure vetoed earlier in the session by Brown 
on grounds the small pools could not guarantee adequate coverage 
Presently, individual physicians and doctors in group practice 
can self insure. But larger groups of doctors cannot join together in 
forming an insurance company without meeting prohibitive finan­ 
cial reserve requirements Tbe new bill would eliminate this need 
for huge reserves. 
The measure was sought by Assemblyman F red W.Chel, D-Long 
Beach, the author of the vetoed measure.

$100,000 up from Medi-Cal SacramenW

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Nearly 300 doctors and medical 
groups received more than 
$100.000 in tax dollars last year 
for treating low-income Medi- 
Cal patients, with one physi­ 
cian’s group billing the state for 
more than $1 million records 
showed today. 
The list disclosed that $4 
California physicians plus 215 
medical groups with more than 
one doctor received medical 
reimbursements from the state 
of more than $100,000 during 
1975 
The Department of Health 
list, similar to one released for 
1974, showed many of die doc­ 
tors were concentrated in urban 
areas and some of the medical 
groups employed as many as 
200 doctors. 
Both the number of doctors 
and the number of groups in 
*$100,000-plus category in­ 
creased in 1975 compared to 
1974. There were 25 more doc­ 
tors on tbe list and 70 more 
groups and associations. 
“Oh no. they’re (the state) 


not going to do that again,” 
reacted one Los Angeles physi­ 
cian when asked to comment an 
the new list “ What are they 
trying to do?” 
The doctor, who received 
more than $200.000, said there 
was no profit in Medi-Cal for 
him The physician, who asked 
that his name not be used, said 
the state reimbursements 
cover only bis office overhead 
and “ if it weren’t for my non- 
Medi-Cal patients I wouldn’t 
take anything home.” 
The list, which included only 
doctors and doctors’ groups 
which received more than 
$100.000, showed that the Hun- 
tington Park-based Southeast 
Medical Center received 
$1.068,169 last year.

Many buildings in earthquake- 
prone areas of California are 
similar to collapsed structures 
in which many persons died 
during the Chinese earthquake, 
a state expert says. 
Karl V. Steinbrugge, chair­ 
man of the state Seismic Safety 
Commission. Thursday said 
many of the collapsed buildings 
in China were of unreinforced 
masonry, brick or hollow tile. 
Steinbrugge. a professor of 
structural design at the Univer­ 
sity of California, said in a 
prepared statement there are 
“ tens of thousands” of similar 
buildings throughout California 


’’T hese rep resen t the 
greatest life hazard and must 
be one of the prime targets of 
an effective earthquake hazard 
reduction program,” Stein­ 
brugge said. 
The earthquake in a densely 
populated region of the 
People’s Republic of China 
registered about 8.2 on the 
open-ended Richter scale, 
about the same magnitude of 
tbe 190$ San Francisco disaster 
Steinbrugge added he hoped 
the Chinese government would 
allow scientists from other 
countries to studythe geologic 
and engineering effects of the 
earthquake.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
State school chief Wilson Riles’ 
plan to reform junior and senior 
high school education has 
moved a step closer to winning 
legislative approval. 
The Assembly Education 
Committee Thursday approved 
the Senate-passed measure 
designed to encourage new at­ 
tempts to individualise student 
instruction and require schools 
to use parents, teachers and 
pupils in developing educa­ 
tional programs. 
When fully implemented, the 
program would cost taxpayers 
an estimated $141 million a 
year. 
The MU (SB1753), authored 
by Sen. John Dunlap, D-Napa, 
was sent to the Ways and Means 


Committee on a 9-2 vote. 
Tbe proposal recently was 
criticized by Legislative Ana­ 
lyst A. Alan Poet, who said it is 
“ not directly related to the 
most pressing problems in 
California’s intermediate and 
secondary schools.” 
Post identified the major 
problems as a decline in 
reading and writing skills 
among students, a decline in 
test scores and an increase in 
violence and vandalism. 
Under the MU, the reform 
program would be phased in» 
starting with five per cent of 
the schools during the first 
year, 7.5 per cent the second 
and 7.5 per cent in the third 
year.

concrete pedestal at the well;

crease the loop distribution 
system between La Lata Place 
and Dawn Drive to Improve the 
system pressure on La Lata 
Drive. 
A sixth requirement would be 
the installation of manganese 
removal facilities at both Wells 
No. 3 ami 5, which Stetson told 
the board the state realized 
would be a costly item. 
Stetson indicated the state 
would issue an amended permit 
knowing that the district did not 
at the present time have the 
funding necessary for the 
project which is estimated to 
cost $150,000. 
Stetson stressed, however, 
that the state will require a 
timetable indicationg com­ 
pliance with the requests.

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President Ford talks on Olympics, politics 


By MILTON RICHMAN 
WASHINGTON (U P I) - Gerald Ford 
was talking about another time when 
people in the country felt, as some do 
now, the United States shouldn’t com­ 
pete in the Olympic Games anymore be­ 
cause they were being contaminated by 
politics. 


The President was standing in the East 
Garden of the White House, his garden, 
talking to his kind of people, the U.S. 
Olympic athletes 


Gerald Ford congratulated the more 
than 200 Olympians for the job they did in 
Montreal, welcomed them back home 
and said he hoped they’d had a chance to 


rest a bit the past few days. 


Then he got right into it. 
“ In 1936, when Adolf Hitler was trying 
to turn the games into a spectacle that 
would glorify racist dogma of the Nazi 


state, there was a strong movement in 
the United States against our participa­ 
tion in the games,” the President said. 
“ As it turned out,” he went on, “ U.S. 
participation in those Olympics provided 
a sharp rebuke of H itler's racist rub­ 
bish, Five black American athletes won 
eight gold medals in track and field. One 
American athlete in particular proved 
that excellence knows no racial or 
political lim its. That man is Jesse 


Owens. He won the 100 meters, the 200 
meters, 400-meter relay and the broad 
jump,” the President continued. “ He 
personally achieved what no other 
statesm an, jo urn alist or general 
achieved at that time— he forced Adolf 
Hitler to leave the stadium rather than 
acknowledge the superb victories of a 
black American.” 
From time to time, Jesse Owens con­ 
fided there never was any substantial 
evidence Hitler got up and left his field 
box simply because he did not wish to see 
a black man have an Olympic gold medal 
draped around his neck, but Owens 
wasn't going to argue any point of 
history like that with the President. Cer­ 


tainly not now. 


Gerald Ford asked Jesse Owens would 
he please step forward. 
Owens did, and the President said it 
was his privilege to present him with the 
Medal of Freedom, the highest civilian 
honor the country can bestow. 
t 
Jesse Owens was a little shook up. 
“ Jeez, I didn’t know what in hell to 
say,” he confided later. 
He recovered magnificently, however, 
removing the sun glasses he was wearing 
and making a fine acceptance speech 
Owens said his four gold medals have 
gathered some dust back home by now, 
but he still prizes them.

$250,000; and William “ Bird” Averitt, 
whose $125,000 price tag was picked up 
by Buffalo after the Braves acquired his 
rights in a trade with Milwaukee. 
A pair of $50,000 first-round players 
were in the hopper as the New York 
Knicks grabbed Randy Denton and In­ 
diana selected Wilbert Jones. The Nets 
paid $60,000 for Jan Van Breda Kolff, son 
of New Orleans’ Coach Butch Van Breda 


Kolff. 
Also taken in the opening round were 
Louie Dampier, by San Antonio for

Stones says rain 
and jumping don't mix 


C O LLEG E PA RK, Md. (U P I) - 
Dwight Stones, who has become famous 
for his predictions, doesn’t know 
whether he’ll better his world high jump 
record in the U.S.-Soviet Union track and 
field meet beginning today. 
But he is certain of one thing: If it 
rains Saturday afternoon, when he is 
scheduled to jump, forget it. 
“ Rain and my jumping just don’t mix,” 
he said. “ In Montreal, 
it was cloudy 
all day, but it looked like it was going to 
clear. When it started raining harder, I 
knew it was over. I could have scratched 
out.” 
Stones had predicted a gold medal for 
himself, but his 7 foot 3 inch jump won 
only a bronze. Instead of sulking, he went 
to Philadelphia and broke his own record 
Wednesday night, jumping 7 feet 7% in­ 
ches. 
“ You can’t put all your eggs in one 
basket,” he said Thursday after con­ 
ducting a clinic at the University of 
Maryland, site of the U.S Soviet meet. 
“ If I had, I wouldn’t have been able to 
break the record last night. It just wasn’t 
meant for me to win the Olympics... 
maybe next time.” 
Stones said he’ll try hard against the 
Soviets, but cautioned his fans not to ex­ 
pect another world record. 
“ 1 haven’t trained since two days 
before the Olympics, and I ’ve been 
cooped up in a car for a long time,” he 
said.

EAST LANSING, Mich. (U P I) - The 
State News reported in a third 
copyrighted story on Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s football recruiting program today 
that a prospective Buckeye player was 
offered an expense-paid trip to the 1974 
Rose Bowl game by Coach Woody Hayes. 
The Michigan State University student 
newspaper said the allegation was made 
by a student who currently plays football 
for a Big Ten school but was recruited by 
Ohio State.

OSU sports officials described the ac­ 
cusation as “ character assassination,” 
and denied other charges raised by the 
newspaper regarding Buckeye recruiting 
practices. 


The newspaper said it was told by the 
player that about two weeks before Ohio 
State’s team left for California in 1974, 


“ Woody called me and told me that he 
heard I was offered a trip to the Rose 
Bowl. 
“ He started lecturing me on how il­ 
legal it was for another school to offer 
me such a trip. But I had not received 
such an offer,” the player told the new­ 
spaper. 
“ Then, about five days before they 
(OSU) was to depart for the coast, 
Woody called me at home and said that I 
was welcome to come with him to the 
Rose Bowl. If I remember right, they 
left on a Saturday and he called on 
Monday or Tuesday night. I told him that 
I didn’t want to go.”

The high school coach told the State 
News he was surprised that the family 
was able to afford the trip, and said he 
"can’t honestly tell you where the money 
came from.”

Olympic star swimmer John Naber says 
he has no plans to convert his four Olym­ 
pic gold medals and one silver into cash. 
“ I ’ve been offered a lot of proposals,” 
Naber said at his homecoming Thursday, 
“ but I’m telling the offerers to come 
back in a year. I ’ve still got another year 
of school left, and if they’re interested 
enough, they’ll wait.” 
In the meantime, the 6-6 backstroke 
world record holder plans to swim com­ 
petitively at University of Southern 
California, where he is a senior. 
“ I only think one season ahead,” he 
said. “ But I don’t think there’s any way 
I ’ll be swimming four years from now. 
“ Besides, I don’t need any of the 
money that I could get right now. My 
parents are relatively affluent, and I 
know I’ll always be able to earn enough 
to support myself.” 
For Naber, 20, an immediate goal is to 


boost U .S. swimming program s, 
something he said Mark Spitz might have 
done, but didn’t, after he won his gold in 
the Munich Olympics. 
“ Four years ago, the United States had 
the perfect spokesman who could have 
promoted swimming, but he could hardly 
talk English,” he said. 


The need now, Naber said, is not 
government subsidies — that would in­ 
vite too much regulation — but better 
public opinion about the sport. 
“ Tim Shaw of Long Beach State is an 
example of a great swimmer, but all he 
has to show for it is a silver medal at 
Montreal. Nobody knows about him 
because he was great in between the 
Olympic years. Nobody follows swimm­ 
ing except during the Olympics. It’s up to 
people like myself to change the spec­ 
tator’s attidute. I’m just lucky I have the 
opportunity to do something "

Polly’s Pointers 


Benzine removes 
transfer patterns 


By Polly C ram er 
Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY —- How does one rem ove excessive 
transfer pattern m arks from quilt blocks? I am em ­ 
broidering som e and there are many such m arks that I 
do not want to em broider. I washed one block but the 
m arks rem ained. — MRS. T.D. 
DEAR MRS. T.D. — One maker of sack patterns 
suggests removing blue transfers by soaking in benzine 
for about five minutes and then washing with pure soap 
and lukewarm water. Another says washable fabrics 
require only mild soap and water (which you said did 
not work in your case). For non washnMes, place on a 
paper towel with the stomped side up and rub with a 
cloth dipped in cleaning fluid. Rub with clean parts of 
the cloth until transfer disappears. I think the latter 
could also be tried on washable fabric. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — One of my P et Peeves is that whenever it 
rains there are always inconsiderate drivers who race madly 
along very close to the curb and splash pedestrians who are 
waiting to cross the street. I have had rain and mud splashed 
all over my clothes by such nuts, even when I step back as far 
L.H. 
as I can. — MRS 
DEAR POLLY — L P wanted to know about cleaning white 
suede leather. I found I could rem ove axle grease from my 
white suede dress with a super m ot rem over sold by a well 
known door to door salesm an for brushes. Spray on a WHITE 
cloth and then rub the spot instead of spraying directly on it so 
as to avoid rings I discovered this nine years ago ana am still 
using it and alio for an occasional cleaning of my white suede

DEAR READERS — Do test first ea aa iacosspftcMis spot. 
There are different suede fabrics now so the market and what 
works well oa one may not work on nnnther. — POLLY.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Bureaucrats

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Many 
years ago, in Hitler’s heyday, I had the 
opportunity to interview a major figure 
among Nazi Germany’s totalitarian 
allies. The discussion turned to the great 
losses in talent — the Albert Einsteins 
who emigrated, other greats who were 
killed or imprisoned or so restricted 
their talents were 
never allowed to 
bloom. Could any 
country afford a 
system. I asked, which 
resulted in such a 
drain in talent? I was 
leaving aside for the 
moment the moral los­ 
ses the man I was in­ 
terviewing seemed in­ 
capable of under­ 
standing. 
Some decades later, 
East Germany faced 
such an overwhelming emigration of 
scientists and professional and technical 
men and women, it built the Berlin wall 
in an effort to prevent further flight. 
This, they succeeded in doing. But they 
forgot, or would not face the fact, that 
their internal suppression made certain 
they would not enjoy all the rewards

from the most talented among their 
citizenry. Men who give lip service to 
iron-fisted rulers to save their skins and 
positions do not usually have the talent 
for the great discoveries or scientific, 
economic or artistic leadership a 
country needs to make its place in the 
world. 
The Soviet Union now has the same 
problem. The dissidents in that land in­ 
clude some of the finest brains in 
painting, writing, physics, mathematics, 
engineering, and a fistfull of equally im­ 
portant fields. 
The Kremlin is reluctantly allowing 
the more prominent, internationally 
known, to leave the country one by one. 
The latest is writer Andrei Amalrik. As 
with Albert Einstein, Russia’s loss is the 
West’s gain. 
But this is only the small tip of Rus* 
sia’s loss. That country’s persecution of 
minorities has led to an migration of 
middle and upper level talent as large as 
the authorities would permit. 
Numbers of able men, some in the 
near genius class, but less known to the 
West, have been secretly condemned to 
insane asylums or undergone medical 
operations to reduce them to mediocrity. 
As is well known, thousands are con- 


demned to one prison camp or another in 
the Gulag Archipelago. 
Now, at times the Russians have been 
able to secure the use of some of its 
great dissidents. One of the world’s 
greatest aircraft designers did his work 
for the Soviets in World War II while 
behind prison bars. For years, the father 
of the Soviet hydrogen bomb performed 
miracles for his country, and would have 
performed more had not the government 
forced him out of his major scientific 
posts. 
I submit that in the long run, a country 
so destructive of its talented men and 
women will not last the race. 
By contrast, a major byproduct of the 
drive in this country for greater oppor­ 
tunities for minorities will make it possi­ 
ble for the talented blacks, Spanish­ 
speaking Americans, Indians and other 
groups to make their contributions. 
By no means should the contributions 
of women scientists, writers, artists, 
engineers and historians be discounted. 
What we are talking about is far more 
than the opportunity for upward mobility 
by those of talent, important as that is. 
We are talking about the freedom of 
genius and near-genius to make contribu­ 
tions to the world and to society. 


WASHINGTON — The government 
overseers, who administer the billions 
that Congress appropriated to 
rehabilitate bankrupt railroads, are 
squandering the taxpayers’ money on 
themselves. 
They voted themselves so many fringe 
benefits that one overseer, Treasury 
Undersecretary Jerry 
Thomas, raised a howl 
in the backrooms of 
the United States 
Railway Association. 
He 
sham ed 
his 
colleagues into revok­ 
ing permission to bill 
the government for 
their country club 
memberships. But 
they refused to repay 
the membership fees 
that the taxpayers had 
already shelled mit. 
The outraged Thomas, meanwhile, 
conducted a Treasury Department audit 
of the extravagances of the USRA ad­ 
ministrators. Last week he confronted 
them behind closed doors with seven 
resolutions which would cut back their 
elaborate fringe benefits. All seven were 
defeated; four were never even 
seconded. 
Then the offended board members pas­ 
sed a resolution, incredibly, chastising 
Thomas for trying to save the taxpayers’ 
money. The resolution, adopted by a 7-to- 
2 vote, sharply rejected “ the 
Undersecretary of Treasury’s allegation 
of ’carte blanche use of the taxpayers’ 
money’ or a ’cavalier attitude with the 
public’s tax dollars.’” 
The board also took action to prevent 
Thomas from ever auditing their ex­ 
travagances again. They voted that “no 
member of the board of directors is to 
undertake an independent audit of the 
Association without the approval of the 
board.” 
Congress established the United States 
Railway Association in 1973 to revitalize 
the ailing railroads in the 17 
northeastern states. This is being ac­ 
complished with financial transfusions 
from the Treasury. But an excessive 
amount of money 9ias been spent to 
maintain the lavish life-style of the ad­ 
ministrators. 
One of Chairman Arthur Lewis’ 
first moves, for example, was to decree 
that the USRA’s top brass should belong 
to “ a private dining club in the 
Washington area.” He also ruled, ac­ 
cording to a May 21, 1974, confidential 
memo, that the USRA would pick up the 
membership fees and dues 
Lewis then set the example by enroll­ 
ing in the exclusive Burning Tree 
Country Club. This set back the tax­ 
payers $5,000 for initiation fees and 
$1,000 a year for dues. Seven other USRA 
officers happily joined the clubs of their 
choice to the tune of $13,560. 
When Thomas joined the board in 
April, he was appalled at this misuse of 
taxpayers’ money. He persuaded the 
board to rescind the club memberships. 
But when he followed up last week with a 
resolution requiring Lewis to pay back 


$5,000 for his Burning Tree membership, 
Thomas couldn’t get anyone on the board 
to second the motion. 
He also tried to cut back other ex­ 
travagances that the Treasury Depart­ 
ment audit had uncovered. The audit, 
written in the dull, factual language of 
the Treasury accountants, was cir­ 
culated only to USRA bigwigs. But here 
are the highlights: 
Representation Expenses — During 
the first nine months of the 1976 fiscal 
year, USRA’s top executives collected 
more than $36,000 for wining, dining and 
entertaining VIPs. After citing six pages 
of abuses, the auditors recommended 
reconsidering “whether funds could con­ 
tinue to be spent for official reception 
and representation purposes.’’ 
One of the biggest spenders again was 
Chairman Lewis, who didn’t even bother 
to explain 69 of the 79 charges he submit­ 
ted. He spent $726.71, for example, on 
dinners for 12 on two consecutive nights 
at 
W ashington’s 
p re stig io u s 
Metropolitan Club. No explanations were 
given for the dinners. 
But he threw another $778.55 party at 
the same club, according to his voucher, 
to “honor a number of USRA employes 
who had worked a considerable amount 
of overtime.” 
Relocation Allowances — Lewis also 
authorised extravagant living expenses 
for USRA personnel who wanted to work 
in Washington without giving up their 
homes elsewhere. These allowances 
were higher than it would have cost them 
to resettle in Washington. 
As usual, Lewis was one of the first to 
take advantage of his own policy. He has 
collected $26,000 to cover the high cost of 
living in Washington. This was added to 
the $63,000 salary he is already drawing 
— the maximum, incidentally, allowed 
by Congress. 
The living allowances are so lavish 
that 13 other USRA officers have also 
chosen to live in Washington at the tax­ 
payers’ expense and maintain separate 
homes elsewhere. This practice "would 
not have been allowed.” the auditors 
note, in other federal establishments. 
But Congress exempted USRA from the 
usual federal restrictions. 
Consulting Contracts — Under this 
remarkable policy, USRA officers can 
quit and still stay on the payroll as con­ 
sultants. They are paid a lump sum for 
the contract period, usually three 
months, no matter how much time they 
actually put in. 
One vice president, for example, 
collected $13,660 for only six days of 
work. That comes out to $2,275 per day. 


The report also condemns other, lesser 
extravagances. The taxpayers are stuck, 
for example, with the traffic fines that 
USRA bigwigs incur in the line of duty. 
These have included fines for speeding. 
“Several of the traffic violations,” the 
audit report adds, “were incurred by 
drivers while picking up newspapers for 
the chairman and former president ’ 


Yet the board voted to continue all 
these extravagances and to reprimand 
the man who tried to blow the whistle. 


Is America ready to take 592 lives? 


ATLANTA — (NEA) — The Supreme 
Court’s decision to ratify capital punish­ 
ment in Georgia and some other states 
raises an interesting question for 
modem journalism: how to cover the 
first guy to fry? Given today’s media 
resources, not to mention its gall, one 
suspects Walter Cronkite will bring the 
special into the living 
room while the New 
York Times prints the 
full text of the con­ 
demned’s Last words. 
For reasons rooted 
in historic suspicion, 
the law demands there 
must be witnesses to 
state executions. Then 
why not everybody? 
The television might 
be sponsored by Con­ 
solidated Edison, the 
details in the prints 
should appropriately jump to the 
obituary pages, and millions of viewers 
and readers throughout the world could 
be certain justice is done under properly 
terrifying circumstances. 
I say terrifying because I have some 
experience in the business of witnessing 
pious slaughter Once in Saigon I saw a 
Chinese businessman shot by a Viet­ 
namese firing squad — in the market 
place while the fresh fruit was arriving. 
Another time in Cambodia I was present 


when a free world allv hit an enemv 
soldier, much too hard, with a rifle butt 
in the temple. And also, I’ve seen cor­ 
poral punishment apparently bring an 
end to the life of a thief in Saudi Arabia. 
Terrifying is a mild adjective for sanc­ 
tioned killing. 
Of the three, the Arab punishment was 
the most interesting. As I remember, the 
victim had been convicted of some sort 
of serious burglary, and several other 
crimes. Saudi Arabia still follows the an­ 
cient notion of a tooth for a tooth and, at 
least up to the time of my visit some 
years back, the nation punishes its thugs 
accordingly. The fellow in question was 
condemned to have his larcenous hand 
chopped off. He was a young man. All 
over the world the criminals are young, 
perhaps because they see what it is like 
to grow old without the things thievery 
promises. He had a shaved head but a 
large moustache, the latter hiding his ex­ 
pression and giving him an appropriately 
sinister pout. He wore Western trousers, 
a Middle East robe, no shoes. 
Throughout the matter he said nothing, 
which to many was something of a disap­ 
pointment 
Well, I’m guessing about the disap­ 
pointment I am biased as to the at­ 
titudes of those who were there. It was in 
an open air courtyard and the public was 
invited. Perhaps 200 were present. They 
were quiet and I suppose as expectantly

One officer stood behind him. Another 
held his free arm. It appeared as if his 
other appendage was tied in place 
somehow Then it was done with a weapon 
I could not see. And without a word from 
the thief — nor the crowd for that mat­ 
ter. Quickly the man was cut loose, and 
apparently attended to. He had passed 
out, or perhaps it was more than that. 
The rumor afterward was that he had 
died of a heart attack; it’s said that hap­ 
pens sometimes. 
It may be the man lived. If he did he 
would surely never steal with that hand 
again He would never work with the 
hand again, either, and might, by neces­ 
sity, take to stealing with the other for 
survival — but I can’t say. I can testify 
only to the brutality of the moment and 
my feeling this kind of madness is 
useless.

Concerning Mr. Trudeau’s holy war 
against the Republic of China, a few 
observa tions: 
1. The romancing of Red China has 
been an avocation of Mr. Trudeau for a 
good many years and threatens, now, to 
become something of an obsession. The 
commonly accepted explanation for Mr. 
Trudeau’s taking on 
the job of deciding 
what an Olympic team 
may call itself, what 
flags it may display, 
and what songs it may 
sing, is that he is 
frightened at the 
prospect of displeas­ 
ing the Red Chinese 
lest, in reprisal, they 
stop eating Canadian 
wheat. 
The Chinese do set 
great store on pride, 
but the choice before the Chinese isn’t 
shall they stop eating Canadian wheat, 
but rather shall they stop eating? The 
Communist Chinese do not trade with 
Canada out of any sentimental attach­ 
ment to Canada’s policies. They trade 
because they need Canadian wheat, even 
as the Soviet Union needs American 
wheat. If it is correct that Trudeau suc­ 
cumbed to diplomatic intimidation on 
this point, then he is more naive than a 
Prime Minister ought to be. 
2. If — as I suspect — Mr. Trudeau was 
not so much yielding to mainland 
Chinese pressure as indulging an ap­ 
petite 
for anti-anti-Communist 
waspishness, it pays to examine serious­ 
ly the claims he puts forward. He an­ 
nounced that since Canada recognizes 
the government of mainland China, it 
cannot recognize another government 
laying claim to sovereignty over 
mainland China, which is correct. 
It is not correct that it follows that an 
Olympic team representing the com­ 
peting government should not be allowed 
to play, exhibiting its own plumage. In 
fact, Mr. Trudeau’s intervention is a 
clear violation of the rules of the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee, which 
reserves the right to exclude a particular 
team. That right is not subject to 
preemption by any host government, and 
it is perhaps the least attractive feature 
of Mr. Trudeau’s action that he issued 
his ultimatum precisely at a moment 
when the Olympic Committee had no 
practical alternative than to submit. Mr 
Trudeau had as hostages several thou­ 
sand athletes from all over the world In 
that sense, however attenuated, the 
spirit of Munich survives in the Olympic 
Games. 
3. The passion of Mr. Trudeau for 
diplomatic and juridical punctilio calls 
into question his sensitivity to logical 
consistency and philosphical decorum. 
Why should it offend him that a 
Taiwanese athlete should run around the 
stadium holding up a flag adopted by 
China after the Revolution of Sun VaL 
sen inasmuch as that flag is no taa($r 
used in mainland China, having given 
way to the Chinese mutation? 
If nomenclature is his habit, why does 
he object to Taiwan’s calling itself The 
Republic of China, and not object to the 
Communists* calling their country The 
People’s Republic of China7 Taiwan jpn’t 
a republic, and mainland China’s gotqpn- 
ment is after 25 years as yet un validated 
by The People. 
if Mr Trudeau’s point is that Taiwan's 
passion to govern mainland China isn’t 
an act of irredentism, but an impulse to 
imperialism, why does he permit the 
Soviet Union, which squats over East 
Europe to participate? Is it his point that 
imperialists manques are not okay, but 
successful imperialists are? Where does 
France come? Somewhere in between? 
In his last visit to Canada, the President 
of France uttered the strangled cry, 
Quebec libre! 
Should France be permitted to play? 
Should Canada's flag be hoisted in the 
name of those Québécois who insist on 
independence? Will Mr Trudeau, while 
he is at it, settle for us the hundred-year 
dispute between Chile and Peru on the 
matter of their proper frontiers? 
Or is it easier to conclude 4), that Mr. 
Trudeau doesn’t care about consistency 
rules, agreements, but enjoys his role 
as bully in behalf of a vante-garde Com­ 
munist designs? The enslavement of 
Taiwan by the mainland should occupy a 
place in the priority of international con­ 
cerns somewhere in the area of the 
liberation of Quebec.
